monly they come-in the articular parts : There are others 
which are cauſed of hot humours,and thoſe*are called Ri/epelti: 
There are other that come 'of the Pox, and theſe come in the 
head, and on the legges and armes, and are of evill digeſtion, 
becauſe they are engendered of corrupt, viſcous, and crude 
humours. You ſhall underſtand that theſe three kindes d6 dif- 
fer in qualitie, and are alſo helped with ſundry medicines. 
Thoſe that come of cold, are windie humours,and may be hel- 
ped with bathes of hearbes,and hot unions that have virtue to 
diſſolve the wind; The hearbes to make the bath , are theſe : 
Nettles, Mallowes, Pelletory of the wall, Bran and Aſhes, and 
make thereof a bath ; and then annoint them with our Oleun 
Philoſophoru#m, made of Turpentine and Wax. Thoſe that 
come of hot. humours, you ſhall waſh with Aqua Vite, becauſe 
it openeth the. pores , and diflolveth that heat. [Thoſe thar 
are come of the Pox, are evill to heale, and his cure muſt be 
with great purging : and the chiefeſt thing that you can give. 
him, is our potion of Lignum Vire, becauſe it doth make thjn 
thoſe groſs humours, and diſſolve the ſwellings, if it be taken 
according to the order of the recept, the which is written in 
this Book. - And ſo with this order thou ſhalt help them per- 
feRly. |

The third kind of Cough written of by us, 
is that which cometh to thoſe that have the Fever He#ick. 
Alfo there is another kind 'which is cauſed of the French Pox. 
And theſe are the foure kindes'of Coughes that do commonly 
happen vnto men and women. The firſt kind of Cough that 
happeneth unto-man through cold, iseafie to be helped,for na- 
ture of it ſelf will help it without any other helpe : but if thou. 
wilt helpe nature thou maieſt with eaſe, and that ſhall be with 
eating drie and apperatiue meates, and drinking good wine, 
and ſo the Cough will goe away quickly. But the Cough which 
cometh to old folk, is:cauſed of a'Catarrhous humour,which 
is nothing elſe but debilitie of nature, for lack of naturall heat, 
the which cauſeth the ſtomack that it cannot digeſt his meate 
in ſuch- order as it ſhould, but ingendreth thoſe ſaperfluous 
bumours,that cauſe the Congh. And this muſt be helped with

And ia 
a manner all poiſons work one effe&, and there are great. num. - 
ber of theſe Poiſons, of which I would ſhew their qualities, but 
that I fear I ſhould cauſe ſuch as are ignorant to know them, 
and therefore I leave them.

'Ye'ſhall there- 
fore take Vitriol and put it in a pot, and make him- fireat 
untilf yee fee hint weep ; the which ſwear being taken from 
him, 15 # mortall enemie unto ſharp Fevers, when it is-drunk 
with ſodden or diſtilled waters.

Then if that by force of fire yee cauſe 
him to vomit a black liquor, it will be a thing very apt to 
diſſolve any humour, the which in ſhort time will diſſolve an 
pain. -For if ye put it. into-Gangrena, or orher putrified-Ul- 
cer, it doth muridifie it with great ſpeed: It mortifieth Warts 
Chaps, Fiſtulaes, and any kind of thoſe humours. If it be 
drunken with Wine or other liquor, it is good apainſt Fevers 
ofany qualitie. Then his Feces being reduced into water with 
Vinegar, and his Salt being taken out, it is of ſuch vertue, 
thatin a manner it will raake men immortal]. And above the 
aforeſaid matters, in Alchymie it worketh ſtrange things, for 
by the meanes thereof they may make the great - Amalgam 
of Mercurie and Mars, wherewith may be done great mat- 
ters, and happie ſhall he be that goeth to work that way.

ſhould utterly periſh in the latter day ? No, not the leaſt 
Fire of choſe things which God hath created, no more then 
the incorruptible Heaven, but God by his Will will change all 
things ,. and make them Criſtalline, and the four elements 
ſhall be perfe&, ſimple, and fixed in themſelves, and they ſhall 
be all a quinteſſence. Demonſtration of theſe things may be 
taade here upon earth by Art, for whatſoever God hath crea- 
ted may be brought to a Criſtalline clearneſſe, and the ele- 
ments gathered together into a ſimple fixed ſubſtance , which 
being done, no man can alter them, neither the fire it ſelf

of the head cometh forth two armes bendint round .unto the 
belly, by the which that which doth aſcend up may fall down 
ain by thoſe atmes of glaſſe into the belly of the Pellican : 
' This is the form of the Veſlels that diſtill one into another, or 
Pellican. ' 1. Take then your Quinteſſence, and put it ina 
Fellicars in dſhes, but better in ſalt prepared ard dried, and 
make your fire tke unto the extrezm hear in Summer, ard the | 
nteſſence will riſe ikeunto a red Oil, and fall down again 
by the armes of the Fellican; and by eften.aſcenfion, the 
Quinteflence wilL,wax thick, that itwjll tarty in the bottom 
and riſe” no more ; then fortifie the fire that it may aſcend 
and deſcend again; then keep the fire in that heat untill ir 
aſcend no-more, but reſt inthe bottom ; then make your fire 
ſtronger,” that it may afcend axd deſcend again, and keep'the 
beatinthe ſame degree untill it riſe nomore. 2. Obſervethis 
manner in gmencing your fire untill the water be fixed, and 
theglaſſe be red hot tour and twenty houres together ; if the 
Quanteſſence doe not then aſcend, it is fixed, and broughtunto 
bis higheſt yertue;and take it out of the glaſs, being yer hor, for 
fit be cold, it will wax hard, ſo that you muſt break the glafe; 
frat the fire it-doth wax liquid, and being ſet open in the air, 
it doth congeal, and peirceth every hard engine Oil doth any 
tryleather,, and in colour is like unto a Ruble, and throug 
ning like a Chriſtall , it giveth light inthe dark, fufficient ro 
rad by. What doeſt thou think of this my Son? are there 
not many ſtrange bodies created of Gag? Truly he hath in- 
lied the Philoſophers with no leſle gifts ; for they that can 
lok into the ſecrets of nature, ſhall ſee it to be of an jncre- 
libe operation, for this is gathered by the Bees of the ſub- 
ileſt part of all Plants, Trees, F loures, and Fruits, and at that 
ime, when Floures break out and Trees bud. It is worthily 
alled the Philoſophers ſtone , for it is fixed and liquable as 
Wax, and as the minerall ſtone tranſmuteth the impure merall, 
o doth this alter diſeaſes. Hereby it doth appear, that this

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in his groſeaeſſe and. impure, it is but of ſmall value for any uſc

' Hearb, called Roſe ſolis. | | 
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New my Son, I will teach thee the greateſt myſtery or 
ſecret amongſt all vegetable things, whoſe force and 
ſtrength hath been kept ſecrec mites all-the antient work- 
nen,and they haye bound themſelves one to another-by Oath, 
that they ſhoul@ nor utter, in'their books or writings, the 
ſrength- of this Hearb, which is called Roſe/ſclrs, and in the 
Germane tongue $ixdawe. Whoſoever therefore bath not the 
whole yegetable work , he cannot attain to the ſtrength of this 
Hearb; for 'in«»that work is comprehended all the force of 
medicinall "things : And this-work of vegetables is not come 
tothe hands, bur onely of the antient ſworn Artificers, which _ 
were skilfull in the liberall Arts. Bat now my Son, I will 
open it unto thee with adjuration , that thou ſhalt keep this 
hidden knowledge ſecret. - Firſt, my Son, you muſt under. 
ſtand; that this Hearb is the Hearb ofche Sun, upon the which 
theSun ſpreads his beames and influences, as he doth upon 
Gold inthe veines of the Mines ;. and he pourerh out.his in- 
fuences more upon this -Hearb , then upon any other which 
s created of God, as it is evidently known of the antient Phi- 
loſophers , and this Hearb doth fo farrefurmount all other 
Hearbs which fpring out of the earth, as the Sun dothall 0.

of influence then any other thing created of God in the 
Firmament.

And his 
nature. is ſuch, that the hotter and drier the country is in the 
time of the year,and the heat of the Sun,and the more that the 
Sun doth heat and burn him , this hearb is rhe more moiſt and 
filled with dew , inſomuch , that upon one branch will han 

above a thouſand drops. Make a triall, and ſtrike this heark 
with a lender twig, that the drops which fall from it may fall 
into alarge plaſſe veſſel, and you ſhall ſee the veſlell filled 


Krith a marvellous dew, and if the Sun be vehement hot, thoſe 
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branches in "ſhort ſpace, that is, within the ſpace of half an 
hour will þe more full of dew then. before, and-if you ftrie 
the dew twentie times with a rod; yet it will again. bee laden 
with-drops ;'it were enough if wee did 'fee no other miracle 
then from-whente this dewie humour fhoyld riſe, which in & 
ſhort. ſpace: doth ſo abundantly flow from it, and how much 
the more the-burning ſun doth ſcorch up the other hearbs, (9 
much thg,more--is this moiſt, and filled wich drops, even az 
though ithad been ſprinkled.over with water, .hereupon may 
- we gather his marvelſons. qualities, and judge that there is 
ſome ſecret operation hidden. in it ; if thou do keep this wz. 
ter _thus gathered in a glaſſe, therewith thou ſhalt cure all the 
diſeaſes of the eyes, whether chey come. of Rheums, or of In- 
flammation :-It helpeth moreover / all the. pains and diſeaſe 
of the heart, it cooleth the Liver, and ſtomack that is inf. 
med, and doth mitigate all the- pain- of the head. that cometh 
of heat, and driveth away all dreams and Phantaſies : It is 
good alſote kill che Canker and the Wolf, againſt the biting 
of Venemouys beaſts, againſt Poiſon drunkeyf it be taken by 
- the mouth, it'helpeth alſo the Peſttlepce, it is good for many 
other diſeaſes which were too long here to rehearſe. 

This hearb hath the colour of tae ſun, for his colour is 
red dark, divided with yellow lines, and his ſhape is like a 
Star, and his proportion like a heavenly Planet, and conſiſt, 
eth_ of ſeven branches, in the- outward part broad, neer the 

round narrow, and it is as though it were heavie, of a ten- 
, ſubſtance, outwardly hot and nfoiſt, inwardly cold. and 
dry." The left ſide of it is cold and moiſt, the right ſide hot 
and. dry, andit is moſt \temperate as gold. Wherefore his 
Elements cannot: be ſeparated one from another as in other 
hearbs, but it may be purged from his Feces, for his fixing 
letteth thatthe Elements cannot be ſeparated, for the fire 
will aſcend: with the aire by the Balnewm, as we will hereat- 
ter teach. The -eartM may be ſeparated from his. Feces, and 
the Feces likewiſe-from the fire and aire, although it hath 
not many dregs. Some-Latine Writers call it. Lingra avi, 
or Birds-tongue ; ſome call it So/arta of the Sun, of Lunaria 
izis called the Moon; the Fleming calls it Sindow. Butthe old 
nes tk - | Philoſophers 
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_ Philoſophers haye kept ſecret: the qualities as yet for the mar- 
reflous effe& it worketh, And it is marvell, ſaith Arne/dus" de 
Villa nova that a man ſhould die that eateth every day ſome 
of-it in. his groſle ſubſtance, what will it then work when it 
is brought unto his fineneſſe, and cleanſed from his Feces ? 
It hath this great vertuein ir, that if it be put into a glaſſe, 
wherein there is poiſon mingled with wine, or any other cup 
that is poiſoned, ſtraightwayes the glafſe will flie in Pieces, 
but-if it be a ſtone pot of Alabaſter, or ſuch like, the Wine 
will ſo bazl, as though there were a violent fire under it, and 
all the wine will run out untill there be nothing left in the veſ- 
ſel : Alſo if any man carrie this hearb about him, and hap- 
pen og his enemies, they ſhall have no power to hurt, bur 
contrariwiſe to ſhew him all kind of dutie. Alſo if any man 
bee bdewitched either in bodie, or in his art, that is in Cook- 
erie, Brewing, or Baking, or by any other meanes, this hearb 
carried about him makes him free from the witchcrafg. IF ir 
be alſo tyed upon the belly of a woman with child, ſhe 
ſhall. ſtraightwayes be delivered , although the childe were 
dead and rotten within, as it hath been oftentimes proved by 
experience. This hearb carried about one, or a little there- 
of every day eaten as long as it is uſed, preſerveth a man from 
the Falling Sickneſle. Moreover, if a” man be taken with the 
Apoplexie, that his mouth be drawn aſide, and his ſpeech and 
ſenſes taken from him, they ſhall be all reftored again, if the 
fic drinke the. juyce of this hearb ſtreined, as hath been of- 
tentimes proved. Moreover ifit. be hanged about the neck 
of one that is poſſeſſed ofa ſpirit, ſo long as he carrieth that 
about him, he ſhall be quiet as a Lamb, and the power of the 
ſpirit ſhall be taken away. Make a. proof, and you ſhall find 
ittrue. The bleeding at the noſe is by and by ſtayed, if you hold 
thathearb in your mouth. They that are wearied with travell, 
if they drink the juyce thereof in wine, they are by and by fo 
refreſhed, as if they had not laboured or gone no journey, 
ath it. doth comfort the. Sinews, Muſcles, Tendons, and all the 
vis, WM whole nature. Wounds are alſo cured therewith,if it be drunk 
tendaies-together in Wine or Ale, if the wound be waſhed 


with the fame drinke, and bound up with a cloth _ the 
ame. 
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ſame. The | yam of rhe teeth; is by and by appeaſed, if that 
hearb be laid umo.it. All theſe things have been pro- 
ved and-found croe. If it will doe ſuch things whileſt it is 
yet hindred-with his grofſe matter, what will it” work when 
it is brought ro his pertetion ? My Son, know thisfor a truth 
that there is no hearb that grows upon the earth to be com- 
m_ unto this in Rrength and goodnefle,, therefore take 

eed that you doe not neple@ ir, but diligently remember 
and keep the ſecrer cloſe from them that are not of the na- 
rure of our children, and from the ignorant. Por if this 
bearb did not grow ſo plentifully, and the properties there. 
oF-were known, it would be more eſteemed then gold or 
precious ſtones, for the Effe&s of the Quintefſence are mar. 
yellous, as hereafter ſhall appear. 

.Now. there remaineth that we muſt teach how to bring 
this hearb to 'his higheſt degree, and to his Quinteflence. 
Firſt, if.is to be gathered, the ſame having his courſe in his 
own houſe, that is in.the Lion, and the Moon behold him 
with a finiſter quadrate Aſpe&. Ir is to be gathered whole, 
with roots, leaves and floures, ſo that there be neither earth, 
dirt, nor other hearbs mingled withall. Neither muſt it by 
amy means touch any water or be made moiſt, Therefore 
you .muſt take heed that you gather it not in rainie weather, 
or moiſt weather : but rather when the Sun doth ſhine hot- 
teſt up6n it, gather great ſtore of -it, and ſtamp it well in a 
morter of Marble, and put it in a Cxcrbite of tone with a 
head- and receiver luted, and ſet it in Balxeo, and diſtil away 
all the water, untill it be ſo dry like pouder, and there will 
riſe together with the water of the colour of moſt fine gold, 
which' onely happeneth-in.this hearb, and in none other,and 
when there remaineth no more liquor, yet leave the cucur- 
bite for three or four dayes in Balzeo, and boil it night and 
day that all the moiſture may be perfe&ly ſeparated and 
drawn away, then let it cool, and take away the receiver, 
and ſtop it diligently, then take off che head, and take out 
the matter and beat it in a Marble morter inro moſt fine 
powder that it may paſle through a thick ſieve, put this pou- 


der againirto an earthen cucurbite, and pour on your ou 
| an 
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and aire,and ſtir it with a woodden-ladle;, and cover. the, 
mouth 'of the cucurbite. cloſe with. @ tile, and ſec it in a warm 
bath by the ſpace of nine dayes to putrifie, every day-ſtir- 
ring'it with a wodden ladle four or five zimes, and cover the 
cucurbite again with a tile, ſetting a. weight of lead upon ir, 
at the nine dayes end take your vellel out of the Baines, and 
. tharwhich is: in it, ſtrein it into-an earthen veſſell glaſed,and 
ſtrein-4t bard untill the matter drie. Then take this dry pouder, 
and put it into his cucurbite,and cover it with a tile, and keep it 
na warm place untill I teach you what yow ſhall doe with- it. 
1.-The moiſt liquor which is drawn from it will be red, for 
the Element of. fire is there preſent with the air andthe wa- 
ter, put thar liquor into a cucurdite of ſtone, and put 0n a head, 
and lure; it well, and ſet it in Baizeo with a Receiver well luted, 
- anddiſtill away all the water, with the air ſeverally from 
the fire'in a boyling bath, until there will no more diſtil, 
and the fire will paſſe away in the bottome, then take away 
the veſſel} out of the bath and ſtop it well untill I teach thee 
what is further to be done. : 

2. Theg take again the ſtone cucurbite wherein your pouder 
1s contained, which 1 bad you before to keep, and pour on 
the fireand the aire, and ſtir it well with a wooden ladle,and 
ſet it in: a warm bath nine dayes more, and cover it with a 
tile, and ftir it four or five times every day with a ladle as 
you did afore. And when the nine daies are paſt, ſtrein out 
that n hich is in the Veſſel, and pour theliquor into a glaſed 
veſſel, the reſidue of the pouder put into another veſſel, as 
you did before, and keep it ſo long untill I teach thee how to 
draw out the combuſtible oyle. 

3. Then take again the Veſſel wherein your fire is, and 
mingle your liquor with it which you keep in your glaſed veſ- 
ſel, where your fire and aire is, and ſet a head upon the vel- 
ſel where your matter is, and Jute it, and ſer it in Baleo, and 
ſet a receiver to the bill of the head, then diſtill out the wa- 
ter and air with a boyling bath until no more will diſtill, and 
you ſhall have in the receiver water and aire, take them away, 
and take the Veſſel out of Balneo, and you ſhall find remain- 


ing in the bottome like thick Turpentine, and that is the Ele- 
- ment 
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ment -of fire mingled with many Feces. Now the fire is ts 
be ſeparated from the Feces in' this manner, pour on your wa- 
ter and aire uponthat from whence you draw it, and ftir it 
with a ſpoon, and cover it with a tie, and let it ſettle four 
dayes, and the Feces will falt into the bottome, and pour 
out ſoftly thar that - is clear into a clean+cucurbite, that no 
Feces' paſſe; withall ſtop the Veſſel-wherein the Feces are,and 
ſet it by, But that Veſſel that containerh the 'water fire, and 
aire, ſet it in Baines with a head and receiver firted and well 
luted , and diſtill rhe water and aire in that ſame degree. And 
when-it will diſtilfl no more, take away the receiver : Letche 
veſſel cool, and you ſhall find inthe bottome your fire which 
keep in his 'veſfel well ſtopped, and+ponr in your water and 
aire- again uponthe Feces, from whence you did draw them, 


- and ſtir them with 4 ſpoon, and 'let it ſettle four dayes, then 


pour it out ſoftly from his Feces into the veſlell that hold- 
eth your fire, ſo that no Feces be mingled withall, cover your 
veſſell wherein your Feces remain, and fet it up, - But your 
Veſlel, wherein your water, air, and fire, is ſet again in Balneo 
as 1 ſhewed you, and diſtill away the water and aire, for they 
two doe alwaies paſſe away together, and the fire remaineth 
in the bottome. Pour onthe water and air again upon the 
Feces, and ſtir it with a ſpoon, then let ir ſertle four dayes, 
( this is now the third repetition, whereby you have ſeparated 
the water and aire from the_Feces,) and that which is clear 
pour out into the Veſſel that holdeth your fire. Then pur 
your Feces unto the firſt which 1 bad you keep, in the which 
your combuſtible oyle is. For now you have drawn your fire 
out of your Feces: therefore diſtill your water with the air, 
and when it will diſtill no more, take away your Veſlell, and 
you ſhall finde in the bottome the Element of fire not yet 
pure, but foul and full of dregs, pour on therefore the 
water and air again, and ſtir it well with a ſpoon or la- 
dle; cover it, andlet it ſtand, and ſettle four dayes, then pour 
out that which is clear into another clean veſſel, and ſet aſide 
the Veſſel wherein your Feces are. But the Veſſel wherein 
your fire, water, and oyle are, ſet it in Bal to diſtill as 
long as it will diſti],then take it out, and pour the liquor - 
| : ſille 
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and ſuffered it to ſectle four dayes , and that all be clear without 
any feces, then ſhall you have your pure fire. Thereforeputr all 
- your feces together unto your hrit feces, where your combuſtbile 
oyle is. Afterward cake & great Cueurbite of glafſe ,,and pue all 
your three Elements into ir, agd ſerir inaſhes with a 'Limbeck 
gReceiver fitted and luted, and kindle a gentle fire, firſt in 
your fritpaces. and increaſe it marc and more, umcill the fire and air , 
be and that your Limbeck. begin ro wax red within. "Then 
make che heaf.of your. fire moderate, uncill all yogr clement. of 
Fr + Lewin and the head red like bloud, and*the water and air 
im upon iclike oyle : by this meanes theſe three Elements 
(hill be broaghe to their higheſt cfſence, and be perfeRtly rectified. 
Take away the Receiver, and ftop it diligently , uorill yourgarth 
beprepared, and know, that in the dult and feces there remaineth 
yet acombuſyible oyle, which you may extra by adiſcenſory, if 
yot wil Jt is good againſt the cold Gout, for Members benom- 
med, and Sinews 'too much mollifie. It chou be weary of this 
kbour, put this powder or feces into a reyerberatory, that they 
my bemingled with a gentle fire, untill it beas white as ſnow ; 
which being done, put itinco a large cucurbite of ſtone, and pour 
on agreat quantity of water twice diſtilled, itis not materiall 
how much water youpour on, and ſtir it well-with a woodden 
kdle or ſpoon five or fix times, alwayes cover it diligently with 
atile, and-after four dayes ſuffer it to cool, andler it ſtand four 
dayes and ſertle, then pour our the cleer from the feces warilyinto 
mother clean. veſſell, and pour on freſh diſtilled water as before, 
ſirit with your ſpoon, and keep it two dayesin Balnes as before, 
then-ſuffer it to cool and ſettle , and pour out the clear from the 
feces, and pur it to the firſt water ; doe this the third time, and 
then caſt way the feces, for they are good for nothing : All your 
waters that yon have drawn, diltill by Za/zeo, or, for themore 
ſpeed, by aſhes, that all the water may riſe, and that there remain

nell the Hquepr may be/poured in,and alwayes ſtopped (afely. Make 
your fire in your farnace firſt gentle, afte er, untill that, 
that is fermented, doe paſſe; bat all isnotto'bedrawn out, but 
about halfa ſextary of the liquour with the warer, that the matter 
may remain moiſt ; for if You ſhould drive ont all, 'it wotild con- 
geale1nto an hard maſſe, and break the glaſſein thefurnace.

edfull to. reaſon much of the force and qualities of this 
Quinteſſence, but whatſoever diſeaſe a'man be infected withall, 
givehimto drink with Wine ſo much ofthis Quinteſſence as 


; 4nutſhell will hold, and in ſhort ſpace he ſhall be heaſed, as it 


were miraculouſly, according as the diſcaſe is, violent or gen- 


te. Butif you give this, Quinteſlence to drink, mixed with the 


inteſence of Sugar, with potable Gold,wherein Pearles are 
iſſolved, and with the Quinteſſence ofSelandine, within one 
day. you ſhall cure all the diſeaſes whatſoever they be ; here- 
by it doth appear, that it is rather a divine work then humane. 
Therefore give God the praiſe, and take heed that you doe 
not utter this ſecret , for Tyrants would by that means prolong 
= lives, .thatthey might bring to paſſe their wicked pur- 
poſes, whereof both you and I ſhould be the occaſion. There- 
fore keep it ſecret, for it is one of the greateſt ſecrers amongſt 


all the vegetals, whereunto no treaſure may be compared. * 


Work therefore, and diſtribute liberally unto the poor, and 
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Vertne increaſeth by exerciſe.

E is an old-and true ſayyng of the Poet z'that there is nothing 
more. imperiogs than an ignorant man, ' which thinkech no- 
ding well done, butthat he doth himſelf, which thing, astt 
may, be ſeen in many 'other Arts, yerntoſt eſpecially in this, 
whuch is called the Spagyrick Art. For we ſce"every where cer- 
rain. men, I know noMhat they be , puffed up with a'certain 
' barbarous and fooliſh pride, which with great Worne inveigh 
againſt thoſe Medicines which are 'drawn our of the meralline 

ines : which notFirhſtanding it is apparent were in uſe, and 
had, in great eſtimation with rlfe cheif antient Phiſirians, as 
we have declared in. wor Ita which we have ſet forth of the 
Spagyrick preparation ofMedicines. And what,I pray you, is 
the cauſe of this anver, or rather madnefle, ' buc that: ( as they 
themſelyes confeſle ), rhey know not the preparation of them? 
O happy Arts , if onely Artificers might judge of them, as Fa- 
bins 15 reported fometimes to have ſaid: Then, are they un- 


happy, of whom the ignorant and unlearned fear not ſo raſh-" 


ly to give judgement, which never yer ugderſtood from whefice, 
or why, this is called the Spagyrick Arr; which learned men of 
two greek-words have ſo named; becauſe by that Arra certain 
ſubcill and ſpirituall nature is drawn, gathered, and preſſed out, 
wherein the force and effe&t of the Medicinedorh cheifly con- 
ſiſt ; the. great. and incomparabte commodiry whereof , as it 
appeareth.in many other'diſcaſes , ſo ſhall ir cheifly beknown 
in curing wounds by gun-ſhot: AsI truſt ( God willing) it 
ſhall much more happily be cried and found-out, by the pre- 
parations of Medicines animall, vegetable, and minerall, and 
by other Eſſences drawn out of Mercury, Sulphur, Vitriol, 
Arſenick, Irons. Copper, Lead, and Litarge,- and alſo out of 
Antimony,, and ſach other minerals, as alſo out of the groſſe 
and fat bodies of ſimple metals, of whom it is farre off, that 
the force ſhould be ſo great ( although the antient Phiſitians 


have uſed them to cure Wounds ang Ulcers , as their Reg 
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&ve teſtifie )) as the force oftheir ſpirits, which may becalled, 
as.it my <cixfoules - Bur peradventure-ſome df thoſe back- 
biters will ſay, why are nat we content with thoſe Medicines 
and Remedies, which the. learned Antiquity hath delivered 
unto.us, and that Hyppocrates and Gallen, the ancieng Pillars of 
our Arr, and.others, have ſet forth in their Monuments ? why 

" ek we new-wayes never heard of before , eſpecially nnknown 
to: the Apothecaries ? But ſome of us will anſwer , thatthe 
onely remedypf Mercury precipitate, is the onely remedy (to 
paſſe over other ) which very lately they have n to uſe 
in.caring of Wounds by gun-ſhot , other maligne Ulcers; 
were ſuſicient to Inſwer this their queſtion, yea,and to reprove 
theirfolly joyned with intollerable pride. But if authority be 
aked for, 1 think Ge/ner, Guinter, Andernack.Severine, (to paſle 
over a great many other) will be for us of great authority with 

+ thelearned, as theſe ſlanderers ; eſpecially, becauſe the learn- 

ing" of theſe famous men is confirmed 'by their learned Wri- 
tings-and Monuments, that thoſe rongues might count'it a 
great honour unto them, to confeſle themſelves their Schol- 

s. It wetecaſice forme to bring forth many other argu- 
'ments, if1 did not ſce the folly of theſe back-biters to be fo 
great, whereof truly I am aſhamed , eſpecially when 1 behold. 

ome of their-books lately ſer forth, wherein, contrary'to the 
purpoſe of the Treatiſe, ſtrange things are inforced, thar: (as 

_ the old Proverb faith ) the. oingment ſeemeth to confiſt in 

| nothing, as though they pertain to-the purpoſed treating of 
curing the Gout, certain inveCive digreſfions I know not 
what of the-beginning of things, of the originall of metals and 

Philoſophers. ſtene ( which of them is called 2orofophacus ) 
or did in any point ſeem to agree with it. Therefore again 
and again I am-inforced: to'cry out, O happy Arts, if onely 
Artificers might judge of them. How farre: unlike was the 
purpoſe of many old men, the which if they were ignorant of 
any thing, which they underſtood was known of others, even 
in, farre diſtant Countries, they ſpared no labour to goe ſee 
them. Pl/atoinflamed with defire to learn thoſe things which 

he knew not, went into A£gypt, and after to Tarentum, to Ar- 
chitas, and over all /raly, to hear the other Pythagorical Phi- 
| | loſophers, 
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loſophers :* Apollanizs Tyanin/aravelled through the king- 
dome bf Perf and paſſed” over the Mountain Caucaſus, and 
iſited the Albanes,Soythians, Maſſagets and all the rich king. 
domes of Inqia ; afterwards was carriedunto the Brachmanes, 
and heardFarehas in his chaire of gold diſputing of the hidden 
cauſes of things, and'of the hidden myſteries of nature ; from 
thence by the Zlagpites, Babylorbans, Chaldees, Medes, Aſiri- 
*, ans, Arabians, and Paleftines, be returned to Alexandria, and 
from thence went into Erbiopia 0 her the Gymgpoſophifts, and 
to learn theit ſecfet and hidden Arrs. + This vertue is truly to 
be followed”, and not the luggrthneſſe of thoſe louthfal fol. 
lowers, which having fcarce once moyed their foor from their 
cquatry fires, yet will diſalfewthis Spagerick Art, and think 
ao further labour ro'be taken in'ſearching of the truch, when 
a phe ATE , that Art doth make openunto us the mar- 
vellous_ and hidden ſecrets of nature ; neither inmy judge- 
ment,are they unworthily contemned of thoſe, which with 
their manifold perils andtravels have ſought outthoſe ſecrets 
of nature. Buy, T pray you, what fooliſhneſle is this, to forbid 
us to uſe any other Medicines, then thoſe whickwere known 
in oldtime> As though Rhabarbe, they which no Medicine 
'1smore in uſe this day, thenwere known to the old Phiſitians: 
Further, to what purpoſe is it, that they object unto us the Sul- 
phury metalline venomous ſtinks (as they callthem) by whoſe 
ſmell and drawn breath (For theſe are th=c contumelious 
words) they be almoſtſtrangled that come into the dens of 
thoſe Cyclops? But isit unknown unto thoſe flanderers and 
Sycophgnts, that the old Phiſitians made very many Medicines 
of moſt filthy things, as of the filth of the eres, ſweat of the 
body,of womens menſtrues ( and that which is horrible to be 
ſpoken ). of the dung of man and other beaſts, Spittle, Urine, 
Flies, Mice, the aſhes of an Owles head, the hoves of Goats 
and Aſſes, the Wormes of a rotten tree, and the ſcurfe of 
Males,as may be gathered ont ofthe Wrigings of Galen, Attin, 
eEgineta, Dioſcor. Marcel. Plin. Serap. to paſſe the merallines, 
which it is evident they did alſo uſe. Truly, when I conſider 
with my ſelf the pride of theſe fooles, which diſdain this me- 


talline part of Phyſick , which after their manner ye 
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ouſly they Fall Chymerican, and therefore can naicher- help 
their ownp#nor many other diſcaſes. ' I call to- minde a Sto 
rig, peradyenture known unto them of Herachto Epheſpo,mrhich'

Now..1 will declare what is my purpoſe and ſcope in the 

Treatiſe ; vegly-to preſcribe plainly hereafter,nok thoſe things 
which/are already common, or (as it is commonly ſaid)known - 
to blind men and Barbers, leſt I might ſeem to imitate thoſe 
that uſe to write Rhapſodias , and heaps, but the method and 
way of preparing Medicines by Spagerick art, that pertain 
anto-Gunſhor, which I know are yet unknown nnto many 
Phyfitians-and Chirurgians. * And this Ican truly confeſle, 
that Tam induced for two cauſes to doe it : Firſt, ro provoke 
thoſe that are betrer learned, if they have any better Medi- 
cines to-utter them, as alſo that I might ſpecially help my 
couritrie and mankinde : unto the which ( the more is the 
© grief) there is too much 'need of thoſe kinde of Medicines 
i@theſe moſt lamentable and cruell times, wherein it hath ſo 
long been bloudded with domeſtical and civil wars ; but to 
incounter with their flanders which cry out, that theſe kind 
of Medicines doe not, onely require long and difficile pre- 
+ paration, but alſo that they are ſo' dear that every one can- 
noteafily uſe them. 1 have thought good therefore” firſt 
to ſet down common Medicines, and then to eome to: thoſe 
which 'I doe far more eſteem, as indeed they are far 
more ex&llent then the other, as by their preparation you 
may know. Albeit alſo I have determined to have conſide- 
ration of the poor and common Souldicr, and to ſer down 
them apart thatſhall help the rich. 

Therefore the Chirurgians age to be admoniſhed, that when 
they goe into the warres,that they take with them theſe things 
ready prepared, which are to be had at moſt Apothecaries,

Germany, the mar- 
vellous and almoſt incredible effe& which came by the uſe of 
theſe-potions, even in curing deſperate Ulcers, I thought.it 
not meet to paſſe over the mention of them, and that ſo much 
the rather , becauſe I knewthe vſe of them in time paſt was al- 
lowed, but now, through the negligence of Phiſitians: to be 
almoſt grown' out of uſe, Alſo 1 bave-experiericed thoſe poti. 
ons to be taken,: not onely as Medicines, but alſo as nouriſh- 


ments, and-to help all the paſſions and incommodities where- 
unto Wounds are ſubje&t.

GB 4-1 
What things are to be taken heed of in the two firſt Aoneths. 


0 ſoonas the woman ſhall beginto be with child , which 


ihe ſhall eaſily know, by ſtopping of her monethly flux, 
withour 
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without diſeaſe, or ancientneſſe of yeares ; ſhe ſhall abſtain 
from all. vehement motions and excrcife, whether ſhe walk 
on foot; orride on horſeback, orit a Coach, or be carried 
in a Horſe-litter; For where the body is too much ſtirred, 
the internall membrane of the Womb is either accuftomed 
to be broken, orto be looſly reſolved, and thereupon abort- 
ment-preſently followeth. 

To theſe _ the woman with child muſt diligently be. 
ware, that ſhe lift nother armes up too high, nor carry great 
burthens, nor repoſe her ſelf 0n hard and uneaſie ſeats : But 
inſtead of exerciſe, which may alwayes tn ſome precede be- | 
fore meat, ſhe may walk on foot gently , or ſuffer her body | 
and armes gently to be rubbed a ſtroked, or may ſtretch 
them forth with ſpinning or carding. 

Let her moderately uſe meat of good juyce and eaſie con- 
cocion, and Wine not too ſtrong and too ſharp, but alittle 
mingled with water, or if ſhe be abſtemious, ſhe may uſe 
water wherein Cinnamon is boyled : But ſhe may not feed 
on ſweet meats, ſharp, and windy ;' ſhe muſt alſo avoid fa- 
ſtmg, thirſt, watching, mourning, ſadneſfe, anger, and all 
other perturbacions of the mind. | 

Her familiar freinds muſt preſent no nnwholſome thing to 
her, nor ſo muchas name it, leaſt ſhe ſhould deſire it, and not 
be ableto get it, and ſo miniſter her an occaſion of abort- 
ment , or the Child carry with ir ſome foule impreſiions. 
* But if ſhe defire chalk, clay, or coales, let beanes boyled 
with ſugar be given unto her: or if ſhe cannot get her long- 
ing , let her preſently drink. a large draught of pure coid 
water.

cept may be conceded even untill the ſeventh moneth. 


CHAP. IIII. 
From the fifth,, ſixth,and ſeventh Moneth, 


Rom that time forward none of the before mentioned 

remedies is wont, or ought from thence to beuſed, becauſe 
the Babe being now become greater , ſtandeth in need of 
greater nouriſhment and bloud, and alſo can bear no comme- 
hon of phyſick. 

Although ſometimes I have met with women, which have 
ſomuch « abr with bloud , that unleſle they had been let 
bloud in the ſecond moneth , they would have aborted in the 
third, others again, unleſſe they ſhould attempt the ſame 
in the ſeventh or eight moneth, they could not carry their 
uu belly ſo long, or elſe would be delivered of a dead 
iſſue. 

But ſince theſe things happen but to few , they may not be 
granted to all, but we muſt provide for every one according 
t0 their nature and conſtitution. 

And this is' to be prohibited to all which are with child, 
that they give not way to.take any bloud from the ancle 
bone of the foot, during the whole time of the womans: 
foing, but in ſtead thereof, if the diſeaſe ſo require, an ounce 
& Manzain the broth of a Cock, or ſo much Caſſiafiſtala,

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or of Sirrups made- of Damask>roſes infuſed in May dey, 
about the quantity. of an ounce, with alittle water of Cinna- 
mon, may ſafely be taken a little before meat. 

But if the belly be bound onely without any apparent 
* diſeaſe, the broth of a Chicken, or of Veal ſodden, with Oil, 
or with the decoction of Mallowes, or marſh- Mallowes, Mer. 
cury, and Linſeed, put up in 2 glifter by the lowes parts will 
not be amiſle, yet in a leſſer meaſure then is wont to be gj. 
venin other Children, to wit, of the decoction five ounces, 
of common Oitthree ounces, of Sugar two ounces, of Caſſi; 
fiſtuls one ounce: Bur ſharper Purgations, as alſo Suppo- 
fitories made of Honey and*Salt, are altogether-hurtfull tg 
great bellyed women, or ſuch as lie in childbed. But of fat 
Pork, which they call Lard , or the yolks of Eggs without 
falt, Purgations and Glyſters are commended.- But if ſhe will 
not take-a Glyſter, cleder for modefty or otherwiſe, becauſe 
ſhe was not accuſtomed to take it , one or two yolks of new 
laid Eggs, or a few Peaſe pottage warm, with a little ſalt and 
ſugar, ſupped up- a little. before meat, will. be. very conye. 
nient. 

But if the belly-ſhall be ſometimes diſtended and ſtretched 
out with wind, a little Fennelſeed and Anniſeeds reduced in- 
to powder, and-mingled with Honey or with Sugar, made af- 
ter the manner ofan Elecuary will doe very well. 

But if the thighs and feet ſwell, let them be annointed with 
Oxphrodinam ( which is a liquid Medicine made with Vinegar 
and Roſe-water) mingled with a little Salt. 


CrnaP.-V. 
The eighth Moneth 


= the eighth moneth, which is uſually perillous, the better 
diets, rather than plentieft, will be moſt commodious. But 
as they muſt abatetheir diet, ſo their bodily exerciſe muſt 
"increaſe. And becauſe then women with child, by reaſon 
of the ſharp humours alter the belly , are accuſtomed to 
. weaken both their ſpirits and ſtrength ; they may wm = 
efore 
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before meat an EleQuary of Diarrhodon, or Aromaticam Ro- 
ſatum, or Diamargariton, in the morning before meat, and 
ſometimes ey may lick a little Honey; even as they which 
joath and nauſeate their meat , may take green Ginger con- 
dited with Sugar , or the rindes of Citrons and Oranges 
condited ; as alſo it is uſuall ſometimes to rake ſpecificall 
Sirrups. Moreover, let the woman with child often uſe Ho- 
ney for the ſtrengthning of the Infant. When ſhe is not farre 
from her labour, or bringing forth, ſhe ſhall ear daily ſeven 
toſted Figs before meat, leaſt the ſeconds may be bound up ; 
but if they ſhall be reſtrained and ſtay firme , they may be 
reſolved : But the woman with child may not eat ſalt and 
powdered meats, leaſt the child be boru withour nails, 


CHAP. VI. 
Ty .the ninth /Aoneth. 


N the ninth choneth, being near their time, they muſt not 

be idle, neither ſit much, nor ſtoop much, nor lie on their 
fides, ſo that the child may not well turn it ſelf, but ought to 
lie with ber face upward, neither ſhall ſhe bend her ſelf much, 
lett the child be infolded and wrapped up inthe umbilical 
ligaments and bonds,by which meanes it oftentimes periſheth ; 
but ſhe muſt walk, and ſtirre often, and exerciſe her ſelf, ra- 
ther by going upward than downward : Let her uſe light and 
eaſie meats of digeſtion, as damask-Prunes with Sugar, or Figs 
and Raiſins, before meat, and alſo the yolks of Eggs, fleth 
and broth of Chicken, Birds, Patridges and Pheaſants, and Fiſh 
living in ſtony places, with good broth. 

And ſuch meats ſhall not. onely be convenient for this 
moneth, but alſo for the two ſucceeding moneths,that the na- 
tural parts by them may be dilated. 

Alſo aſtringent meats, and roaſted meats, and alſo Riſe, 
hard Eggs, Millet, and others of that kind will be very pro. 
firable. Baths of ſweet water, with emollie nt hearbs, uſed- 
with intermiſſion is meet : Butthe hot houſe, which they cal! 


aſtow, ishurtful. After the bath, let the belly be annointed 
with 
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with oyle of Roſes and Violets; 'but the natural parts with 
the fat of Hens, Geeſe, Ducks, with oyle of Lillies, and the de- 
coction of Linſeed and Fxnugreek, boyled with oyl of Linſeed, 
marſh-Mallows,grains ofQuinces,or withthis which followeth. 


A Linment. 


Take of Mallowes, F both ofthem. cut and fliced of each 

Of marſh-Mallowes, F one ounce. 

OfLinſeed alſo one ounce. Letthem be boiled from twen- 
i ounces of water to ten; let them take three ounces of 
the boiled broth, of oyle of Flour-dgluce, and of Almonds, 
of each one ounce, three ounces of Deer ſuet ; Bath this from 
the reſt; and annoint her with it warm. 

Alſo they may uſe, for fourteen dayes before the birth 
morning and evening, to bath and moiſten the belly with 
Muſcadine and Lavender-water, that the child may be the 
more ſtrengthened thereby. 

She may a9 day eat toaſted bread, that nothing may 
Srow to the childe. 

The naturall parts may alſo be gently ſtroaked down with 
this Fomentation, 


The Fomentation. 


Take three ounces of Linſeed. 

Of Mallowes, and of marſh-Mallowes fliced, of each M. i. 

Let them beputin a bag and boiled moderately : Tet the 
woman with child, every morning and evening, take the va- 
pourofthis decoGion in a hollow ſtoole , taking great heed, 
that no wind or air come to. herin any part; and then let 
her wipe the parts ſo annointed with a linnen cloth, thar ſhe 
may annointthe belly and groins, as at the firſt. | 

Being near her time to bring forth , ſo that ſhe be within 
ten dayes thereof, if the woman with child ſhall begin to feel 
difficulty and pain, let her daily ufe this Bath.

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The Bath. 
Take of Mallowes, Mercury hearb, 
Marſh- Mallowes, 4vaM.i. Maiden-hair, ana. 6. 
Cammomil, Of Linſeed four ounces. 


Let theſe be boiled in a ſufficient quantity of water, as may 
ſuffice to make a Bath therewith. 

But let not the woman ſit too hot on the ſeat, nor higher 
than a little above her Navill, nor let her ſic longer on it than 
about half an hour, leaſt her ſtrength anguiſh and decay ; 
for it is betterto uſe ir often, than to ſtay too long at once 
in- it. 

Bur if ſhe cannot indure to fit over the water, let her che- 
th her nacurall parts, with a ſpunge or with clothes wet in it. 

A Laconick' and ſweating 3ath is not convenient at that 
time but hureful, though we think women may uſe it. 

Afrer the Bath ſhe thall alwayes annoint her natural parts 
of her loines, her flankes, navil, {ides, and other parts adjoyn- 
ing thereto, with the ointment or fat made of the fore-pre- 
ſcribed thing, or cheriſh them with the fat marrow. 

And alſo fats melted ſometimes, and rightly put up into 
the natural parts, with a ſpunge or gliſter-pipe, if the womb 
be hot and dry, and the party with child be of a lean and flen- 
der body. 

Fumes alſo uſed, applied to the womb, conduce to faci- 


litate delivery. 
Sffumigations of the genitals, to facilitate delivery. 


Musk, Ambergreace, Gallia Moſcata,Aloes-wood,put up>n 
kot coales, and alfo ſweet Eearbs, Mint, Penniroyal, Calamint, 
Or:ganum, Majoram, are of a pleaſant and grateful ſmell, and 
open womens paſſages, and draw down conception. 

But we muſt beware, that ſuch ſweer ſmells of this kind be 
not uſed to the noſtrils, but rather Balls 0i Galbanum, Aſa 

ſetida, Mirrh, or Rue. 


What 
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What Meat is moſt uſefull. 
Then Pottage of Hens, Capons, and ſuch like are moſt in 
aſe; andI ſhould adviſe them then to drink thinne generous 
Wine allayed with water, 


What manner of Chamber , the woman with child ftould 
tye in. 

It doth not a little avail to the happy delivery , that the 
Chamber, wherein the Child-bearing woman lyeth, be tem- 
perate, and be neither too cold nor too hot, for that ſhutteth 
up the mouth of the womb, and this diſperſeth and digeſteth 
the ſtrength. In Summer time therefore if heat ſcorcheth, 
the Chamber may be ſtrowed with Willow leaves, and Vine 
leaves, and Roſe-water, with alittle Vinegar. ' In Winter, a 
high orupper Chamber, moderately.kept warm, ſhall be con. 
venient , which ſhall be kept warm with a continued fire, 
as is accuſtomed to be done in /taly, France, and other hot 
Countries. 

But this is expedient every where, that the natural parts, 
and thoſe neareſt unto them, be moderately rubbed with hot 


clothes.

e birth being at hand, and paines oppreſling them, it 

ſhall be fit, if the belly doe fall down of its own accord, 

but ifit be bound, it muſt be provoked with a gentle Glyſter ;

Theſe things being well prepared, the child-bed woman 

muſt be put into bed, if tender, weak, groſle, and fleſhly ; 
but it ought to be made ready after this manner.

A large boulſter made of linnen cloth, muſt be ſtuffed wich 
ſtraw, and be ſpread onthe ground, that her upper part may 
lye higher than her lower ; on this the woman may lye, ſo 
that ſhe may ſeem to lean and bow, rather than to lye drawing 
upher feet unto her, that ſhe may receive no hurt.

Er the ftrong and luſty women be placed in a chair, which 

alſo muſt have the lower part not upright, but ſtooping a 
little, thatzhe child-bearing woman may ſir, as it were, bend- 
ing backward, clothes, or cloſe compaſling garments, being 
alt about their backs. | 
- In this the belly, :together with the whole burthen, may' 
ſooner goe down than in a bed ; but it often cometh te paſſe, 
that the whole Babe lyeth at the mouth of the womb, before 
that it ſhall get forth, more looſly and openly with the ad- 
jyning places , and by that meanes is compelled to ſtick lon- 
ger there, from Whence ariſeth no ſmall danger of life,

V Hen now the pangs of child-bearing women increaſe 

more and more, let the Midwife inwardly annoint 
the ſecret or natural parts with oyle of Cammomil, and wh.te 
lilies, nor let her ſet the woman in the ſeat, before ſhe per- 
(iveth the womb to be looſed and reſolved, and the humours 
0 flow over more plentifully. 

Moreover, ſhe may not bring her'to labour and ſtrugling, 
defore the birth ſhew it ſelf to her view; for they doe bur 
abour in vain, and doe violently diſtort and wreſt away 
le ſtrength of the labouring woman , chart aowen 4 

; C when 
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when ſhe ſhall have need, . jt will not be able to work it 
forth. | 

But ſhe: ſhall ir fitly over againſt the woman in labour, 

and ſhall diligevrly obferve on what part the birth moveth 
irſelf; for if 1t come the :right-way, ſhe ſhall annoint and 
cheriſh the fecret parts with -odoriterous Oils; and ifit de- 
clinerh to che: ſides , he fhallawith :boch hands govern and 
diſpoſe the-belly,chatitmay'fatl ronhemondofthewomb. 

And ifthe hand or feet ſhew itſelf firſt, the Midwife, with 
a ſoftand gentle hand, moiſtened: with broth- of Fenugreek 
and Linſeed, ſhall gently reduce it into.che.place.

And it is not of little concernment ; in That ſwadling 
clothes children are wrapped ; for when they are not tied 
up at all, orthe clouts are too looſe, they are ſubje to Fluxes, 
Impoſthumes, apt to be crooked backt, and other diſcommo. 
dities ; but eſpecially when their knees are too ſtrictly tied 
and bound up, and their thighs left at liberty, they are la 
med. . s | 

When they cry, or feel pain, or will ſleep, they are to be 
pacified, either by ſhewing the breaſt, or by ſinging, orby 
rocking, either in Cradles, or hanging Beds, or by carryin 
up and down. But we muft obſerve, that children may lie 
ſtrait whenſoever they lie down, and ought not to be co- 
vered too much, or hot with coverings, nor yet with too few, | 
leaſt they may catch cold. Moreover, 'let the linnen cloth, 
wherein they are wrapped, . be neat and clean, for children 
are offended, and infe&ted by foul and filthy excrements. 

From three years of age tilkthe ſeventh, they are to be 
educated gently and kindly, notto be ſeverely reprehended, 
chidden,or beaten, for by that meanes they be made through- 
out their whole life after too timorous, or too much terrified, 
aſtoniſhed, and ſotted. 

Being. yet in their firſt years, they abe not to be compelled 
to going, for ſeeing"all their bonesare ſoft as Wax, and the 
body fall the heavier, they either become lame, or univerſally 
reſolved in their feet. 

Food muſt be daily given them thrice a day, till a

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three years old ; for if they be much filled, they are ſub- 
je&t and accuſtomed to be troubled with Convnlſions and 
other diſeaſes. : 

In the ſixth or feventh year of their age,they are to be ſent 
to ſchoole , and.committed to the breeding and inſtruction 
of courteous and temperate Schoolmaſters, who may not ter- 
rifie them. 

Before thele yeares they are not to be compelled or for- 
ced. to harder Tabours ; otherwiſe they will not thrive 


well, bur ſtand at a ſtay, and keep ſittle, or become Dwartfes.

them from Convulſions, and coſtiveneſſe of the belly, and that 
the milk they eat hurt them nor. . 

When Infants caſt up their milk, a Corrafl ſhould be 
hung about their neck down to their middle ; for it is uſe- 


full for them in teething, and Ivory alſo is good for the ſame 


purpoſe. 


Diſeaſes and Symptomes, proceeding from the birth, in women 


with child. 


Gripings and pangs come often upon women from their 
birth,for the womb, as a wild beaſt, by reaſon of her ſuddain 
evacuation and emptineſſe, by wandering up and down hither 
and thither,diſpoſeth it ſelf. 


Therefore the belly muſt be covered all over with Barly

— ic antient Phiſitans in times paſt have greatly 
S3w7 doubted, what the effentiall cauſe of this dif- _ 
$ caſe, which we commonly call the Plague or 
Peftilence, ſhould be ; yet all doe agree, that 
it isa pernitions and contagious Fever, and 
reckoned to be one of the number of thoſe 


which are called Epidewia, chiefly proceeding ofaduſted and 
melancholy bloud, which may be eaſily perceived, by the 
extream heat and inflammation, which inwardly they doe feel, 
that are infected therewith ; firſt aflaulting the heart, and 
aftonifhing the vitall ſpirits,as alſo by the exteriourCarbunkles 
and botches which it produceth ; whoſe malignity is ſuch, 


both in young and old, rich and poor, noble an Pore, that 
uſing all the meanes, which by Art can, or may be devifed, yer 
in ſome it will in no ſort give place,until] it hath by death con- 


quered the party tnfeted therewith.

both of menand beaſts, lyingupon the face of the earth un- 
buried, as in the time of warres hath been ſeen, which doth ſo 
corrupt the air, as that thereby-our Cora, Fruits, Hearbs, and 
Waters, which we daily uſe for our food -and ſuſtenance, are 
infected : alſo it may come by Tome ſtinking dunghils, fil- 
thy and ſtanding pooles of water, and unſavgry ſmels, which 
are near'the places where we dwell, or by thruſting \ great 
company of people into a cloſe, narrow, or ſtreight room, as 
moſt commonly we-ſee in Ships, common Gaoles, and in 
.narrow and cloſe lanes and ſtreets, where many people doe 
.dwell together, *and the-places not orderly kept clean and 
ſweet. But moſt commonly, in this our time, it is diſperſed 
-amongſt us, by —— our ſelves with ſach as either 
have, orlately have had t 

have been converſant with ſuch as have been infected there- 
with : But for the moſt part it doth come by receiving into 
our cuſtody ſome clothes, or ſuch like things, that have been 
uſed about ſome infeted body, wherein the infe&tion may 
lie hiddena long time , as hath been too too often experi- 
mented, with repentance too late inmany places, It may alſo 
come by Dogs, Cats, Pigs, and Weaſels, which are prone and 
apt to receive and carry the infeftion from place to place. 
But howſoever it doth come, let us aſſure our ſelves, that it is a 
juſt puniſhment of God, laid upon us for our manifold fins 
and tranſpgreſſions againſt his divine Majeſty : for as Seneca 
faith, Duicquid patimur ab alto venit, What croſſes or afflii- 
ons ſoever we ſufter, it cometh from the Lord, either for a 
triall 'of our faith, or a puniſhment for our ſins. Wherefore 
to diſtinguiſh any farther thereof I think it needleſſe, formy 
intent is in breif ſort, ſo exactly asI can, to ſhew the meanes 
how to prevent the ſame, as alſo how to cure it when we are 
infeted. But before I enter to treat thereof, I think it not 
amiſſe, to ſhew what forewarnings and tokens are given us 
before hand ofthe coming thereof, thereby the better to pre- 
vent theſame by prayer and repentance.

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CHAP. III. 
Warnings of the Plague to come. 


Ars noble Phyſitian ſaith, that when wee ſee the natu- 
rall courſe of the ayre, and ſeaſons of the year to be alte- 
red, as when the ſpring cime is cold, clowdy, and dry, the har- 
veſt time ſtormy, and tempeſtuous, the mornings and evenings 
to be very cold, and at noon extream hot, theſe do foreſhew 
the Plague to come. Alſo when we ſee fiery impreſſions in 
the firmament, eſpecially in the end of ſummer, as comets 
and fuch like, and that in the begining of harveſt we ſee great 
ſtore of little frogs, red toades, and myſe on the earth aboun- 
ding extraordinarily : or when in ſummer we ſee great ſtore 
of roades creeping on the earth having long tailes, of an aſhy 
color on their backs,and their bellies ſpotted and of divers co- 
lours, and when we ſee great ſtore of gnats ſwiming on the wa- 
ters, or flying in great companies rogether, or when our trees 
and hearbs do abound with Caterpillars , Spiders, Moaths &c. 
which devoure the leaves on the trees arid hearbs on the earth, 
it ſheweth the ayre to be corrupt, and the Plague ſhortly after 
tofollow. Alſo by the beaſts of the field we may perceive it 
» arwany/ ſheep) which will go mourning with their heads 
hanging down towards the ground, and divers of them dying 
without any manifeſt cauſe knownunto us. Alſo when we 
ſee young Children flock themſelves together in companies, 
and then will-faine ſome one of their company to be dead 
mongs them, and fo will ſolemnize the buriall in a mournfull 
fort, this is a token which hath been well obſerved in our age 
to foreſhew great mortality at hand. Alſo when we ſee rivers 
of water ro overflow without any manifeſt cauſe, or ſuddenly 
waniſh away and become dry : And when clear nw do 
ſuddenly become foule and troubled. Alſo when the ſmall- 
Pox doth'generally abonnd both in young and old people, all 
leſe do foreſhew the Plague ro come.

Palmarixs and 
Foreſtus, doe both affirm it to be true and certain, but here 
ſome ignorant people doe hold opinion that having once an 
Iſſue, he muſt be conſfrained to keep it alwaies, which is moſt 
erronious, for then thoſe which have had Ulcers running upon 
them, ſome fix, ten, yea ſixteen yeers, may not be cured with- 
out ſome Iſſue to be made in ſome other place, but therein 
they deceive themſelves, for my ſelf by good proof have of- 
ten found the contrary in divers people which I have cured, 
ſome 1ix, ſonie ten, yea ſixteen yeers paſt, and yet to this 
day doe remain in perfe&t good health without any Iſſues.

Or our diet as Hippocrates teacheth us, we muſt have a 

care not tv exceed in eating and drinking but to keep a 
mean therein, and in any caſe to beware of ſurfeting and 
drunkenneſs, which are enemies both to the body and ſoule, 
but as we may not exceed in eating and drinking, ſo to en- 
dure. great hunger and thirſt is moſt dangerous, our meat; 
ought to be of a facile and eaſie d' geſtion, partly tending 
to a drying quahitie ; as Cocks, Capons, Kens, Pullets, Par- 
tridge, Pheaſants, Quailes, Pigeons, Rabbets, Kid, Veal, Mut- 
ton, Birds of the Mountains, and ſuch like ; but Beef, Pork, 
Veniſon, Hare and Goats fleſh is to be refuſed, and ſo are 
all water fouls, as Duck, Swan, Gooſe, Widpen, Teal, and 
ſuch \ike, becauſe they are hard to digeſt, and do increaſe ill 
blood, and naughtie juyce in the bodie : Lambs flefh, becauſe 
of his exceeding moiſture is alſo to be refufed, Eggs in the 
Summer not good, but in Winter tolerable : All Fiſhes which 
are of a hard fleſh, whether they be of che Sea, or freſh Ri- 
vers are to be allowed. In freſh Rivers the Perch, Barble, 
Gudgeon, Loch, Cool, Trout, and Pike are good ; and for 
Sea fiſh, the Gilthed, Turber, Sole, Rocher, Gurnard, Lobſter, 
Crab, Praunes, Shrimps, Whiting, and ſuch like earen with v1- 
negar, 
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negar. There are ſome Authors which hold opinion, that 
Fiſh is better to be eaten then fleſh in the great fervent 
heat of the year, becauſe they doe make a more cold bloud 
in the body then fleſh ; another reaſon is, becauſe they doe 
live under the water, they are not infeted with any contapi- 
on of the gire, as Beaſts and birds may be,and-therefore more 
wholſome, but in my judgement fleſh is more wholſome, be. 
cauſe it doth-breed a-more pure, and fine Juyce in the body 
then any Fiſh whatſoever ; your bread ought to be made of 
pure wheat, not too new, nor too old, but of one dayes ba- 
king, or two at moſt is beſt : Rie bread is to be eſchewed, be- 
cauſe of his great moiſture : your drink is beſt beer or ale, 
not too ſtrong: or new, but the ſtajſer and clearer it is the 
better, at your meals a draught or two of Claret wine is to- 
lerable, but in hot weather it were good to allay it with a lit- 
tle water, for wine doth warm the ſtomack, help digeſtion, 
and comfort the heart. 


For your Pottage yow may take in the Summer. 


Parſly, Lettice, Sorrell, Endive, Succorie, Sperage, Hop- 
buds, Burnet, Burrage, Bugloſſe, Thime, Mints, Hyſop, bur in 
Winter, Balm, Bittanie, Thime, Marigeld, Hyſop, Majoram, 
Mints and Rue are good. For your Sallets take Pimpernel|, 
Purſlane, Mints, Sorrell, Hore-hound, Yong cole, Hope buds, 
Sperage, Thime, Tops of Fennell, Tarregon, Lettice, and Wa- 
ter-creſſes are good. 

Capers are greatly commended being preſerved in Vinegar, 
and eaten with alittle oyle and vinegar, and fo are Olives 
very good alſo. ;

Eighthly, Thar all tnbolders do every day make cleantheir 
ſtables, and cauſe the dung andifiith chetein tobe carried away 
out of the City : for by ſuffering it in their houſes,as ſome do 


uſe to do, a whole week or a fortuight, it doth fo putritic my

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when it is removed, there is ſuch a ſtinking and unwholſome 
ſmell, as is able to infeR the whole ſtreet where it is. 

Ninthly, To command that no Hemp or Flax be kept in wa- 
ter near the City or Town, for that will cauſe a very dange- 
rons and infetious ſavour. 

Tenthly to have a ſpeciall care, that good and wholſc me 
Victuals-and Corn be fold im the markets, and ſo to provide, 


that no want thereof be in the City, and for ſuch as have; not: 


wherewithall to buy neceſſary food, that there to extend their 


charitable and godly devotion : for there is nothing that, 


will more increaſe the Plague, then want and ſcarſity of nece(- 
fary food. 


- Hleventhly, To command that all thoſe which do viſite and | 


attend the ſick, as alſo all thoſe which have the fickneſſe on 
them,and do walk abroad, that they do carry ſomething in their 
hands, thereby to be known from other people. And here 
maſt advertiſe you of one thing more which 1 had almoſt for- 
otten (which 1s) that when the infeion is but in few places, 
there tokeep the people in their houſes,not ſuffering any one of 
them to go abroad, and ſo to provide,that all ſuch neceſſaries as 
they ſhall need may be brought unto theni during the time of 
their viſitation : and when it is ſtaied, then to cauſe all the 
dothes,: bedding, and other ſuch things as were uſed about 
the ſick; to be all burnt, although ar the charge of the reſt of 
the Inhabitants you buy them all new,for fear leaſt the danger 
which may enſue thereby, do pur you to a far greater charge 
and grief : all theſe aforeſaid things are moſt dangeruus, and 
may cauſe a generall infetion ,. to the deſtroying of a whole 
City , and therefore I do wiſh that great care be had thereof.

When the botch waxeth ſo hard that by no means it will 
come to ſuppuration, but reſiſteth whatſoever is done unto it 
for the furthering thereof, and ſs returneth in againe into the 
inward parts fuddenly, is a token of ſudden death at hand, 
and © it ig, if either before or after it is broken it look ofa + 
blewiſh colour,or of divers colours, like the Rainbow, round 
abourit. ' | 

When the Carbunckle of Blain doth fuddenly dry up, as if it 
were ſcorcht with the fire, and that the place round about it 
doth ſhew to be of a wanniſh blew colour, is a deadly ſign:ifin 
the skin appear green or black ſpots, the excrements of divers 
colours with worms in it either dead or living, having a vile 
ſtinking ſavour, and ſpitteth ſtinking and bloudy matter, doth 
betoken death. 

When the ſick complaines of great and extream heatin the 
inward parts,and yet cold outwardly,the eyes ſtaring or weep- 

ing, the face terrible, the ſaid excrements or urin paſſing away, 

and the party not knowing thereof, are evill ſignes: 
*  Whenin the fourth orſeventh day they are takenwith a fren- 
fie,or do fall into an extream — at noſe; or have a'great 
flux with a continuall vomiting, or a defire to vomit. and do it 
not, extream pain at the heart, watchfulineſs, and the ſtrength 
clean gone, are deadly ſignes. When the party being very 
ſick, yet ſaith he feeleth himſelf well, his eyes ſunk deep in his 
head, and full of tears, when he thinks all things do ſtink, his 
"nailes looking blew, the noſe ſharp,and as it were crooked,the 
* breath thick and ſhort with a cold ſweat in the breſt and face, 

and = and playing with the clothes, the pulſe creeping or 
ſcarcely to be felt, and greivous unto him to ſpeak, theſe are 


infallible fignes of death at hand.. Some, before any of theſe 
ſignes are perceived, do dy, and ſome likewiſe which have di- 
vers of them appearing, and yer do eſcape, ſuch is the uncer- 
tajpty of this diſeaſe : there are many other ſymptoms which

Wie we perceiveany to be infected with this non 
ous diſeaſe , we muſt with all poſiible ſpeed ſeek all the 
meanes we can -how to prevent the malignity thereof, whoſe 
property is at the firſt to aſſault the principall part, which is 
the heart,and therefore requires preſent help ; for unleſle ſome- 
thing be done within eight or four and twenty honres , little 
will it then-prevail to attempt it , for by chat time nature's 
either ſubdued, and clean overthrown , vr elſe hath thruſt the 
ſame to theexterior parts, or otherwiſe digeſtedir: yet may 
- we not neglect at any time, to uſe all the meanes we can, in 
helping and furthering of nature to the uttermoſt of our in- 
deavour, becauſe we doe oftentimes ſee nature ſo wearied, and . 
weakened in expelling of this venemous matter , that unleſſe 
- ſome help be added co aſlift and comfort her, the party, for 
lack thereof, dyeth, which otherwiſe might be ſaved:For I have 
oftentimes ſeen by diligent helping of nature, that to be effet- 
ed and brought to good paſſe, which I have judged ntbſt deſpe- 
rate. T here are foure intentions required for the curing there- 
of; that is, by bloud-letting, Cordials, ſweat and purging : but 
the manner how ta execute the ſame, hath bred great conten- 
tion both amongſt the.old and later Writers , which here to 
treat of were t0o tedious , for unto the learned it were need- 
leſſe, and for the;commonalty little would. it availe them, 
therefore in breif will 1 ſhew you what I have, obſerved 
touching the cure. 

Firſt,if it be in a Plethorick, ſanguine, and ſtrong body, and 
hath pain in the head, great heat at the heart, thirſtnefſe, the 
pulſe ſtrong, and labouring, or beating ſtrongly , and hath 
great and large veines appearing;; theſe ought preſently to be 


let bloud inthat fide where yee pereeive the greif doth yi” 
er 
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fer ir ſelfe to come forth, and not viſibly appearing, tendins 
to maturation; For then we may not draw bloud ,- but uſe all 

'other meantswe*candeviſe, in helping nature. to'expell it, 
nither may you draw bloud , if the party have a flix or lask 
( which is an evilMign') in'the begitming of the diſeaſe , for 
by that meanes you ſhall hinder nature greatly, but onely give 
the party Cordials ; neither” mayiyou ſtop the flixin the be. 

Linning, -but if. it be extream, and that it ſtay not the ſecond 
day , then muſt you pive ſome pirgation, "which may leave

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Fut ina weak, ſpare, and cachochimious body ( as Galen 
teacheth us) we may not draw bloud at all, for thereby ſhould 
you. greatly indanger the Patient , bur help ſuch by Cordials 
and ſwear. 

And here you ſhall underſtand, that unleſſe Phlebotomy 
be done at the firſt, that is, within ſix or eight houres atmoſt, 
it will be too late to attempt it, neither may you doe itif the 
ſore doe appear up in heightitending to ſuppurarion, for then 
ſhould you hinder nature, which hike a diligent workman, hath 
harged and thruſt forth that venomous matter , which 0- 
therwiſe would have killed us. 

And here touching Phlebotomy or bloud-letting , you 
muſt have this ſpeciall care, that you draw not bloud: on the 
oppoſite ſide, as if it be on the left ſide the fore appear, then 
draw not bloud *n the right ſide; if it appear in the flanke, 
then draw not bloud inthe arme, but in the foot , for other- 
wiſe you ſhall draw that venomous matter from the ignoble 
unto the noble parts, and ſo kill the body. 

And although the party complain, not more in the one ſide 
then the other , yet by the pulſe ſhall-you perceive on which 
ſide the venome lieth hidden., for on that ſtde where nature is 
oppreſt, there ſhall you find the.pulſe more weak, feeble, and 
uneven, greatly differing from the other ſide. 

And here you ſhall underſtand, that in ſome it hath been 
ſeen, that nature of it ſelf at the firſt, hath thruſt out that ve- 
nomous matter in ſome place of the body, with a botch ap- 
pearing high, and tending to ſuppuration, or a carbunckle, or 
ſpots called purples. Now here if you draw blond, you doe 

ea greatly indanger the body ; but in this caſe you muſt one- 
ly give Cordials , and uſeall the meanes you can to bring it 
outward, either by maturation, or evaporation, as hereafter 
ſhall be ſhewed you. | 

And here you ſhall further underftand , thatwhere the age, 
conſtitution , nor ſtrength of the party will permit that Fhle- 
botomy be done , yet for the betrer help of natore you muſt 
apply Ventoſes, with reaſonable deep {carification, unto the 
next place adjoyning , where the party complaineth, thereby 
the more ſpeedily to draw the venomous matter unto the ſu-

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; perficiall parts, and there to apply the rumps of Chickens,

Firſt, the Univerſall means muſt not be negleRed, as bloud- 
letting, cordials, epithemations, ſweet and gentle evacuation 
by. purging, as the time and cauſe requireth, which before 
in the beginning of this Treatiſe hath been ſhewed at large, 
and the ſame order which is uſed for the cure of a Botch, 
is alſo to be kept in the cure ofa Carbunkle, and to recifie 
the ayre of the houſe by ſtrewing it with vine and willow 
leaves, red Roſes and ſuch like, as alſo to ſprinkle the floor 
with Roſe water and Vinegar, and cauſe the ſick oſentimes 
to ſmell unto a cloth wer in Roſewater and Vinegat is ve- 
ry good: theſe things being done, then uſe all the means you 
can to bring it to Suppuration, for which purpoſe this Cata- 
plaſm following is very good 


A Maturative Cataplaſm. 


TakeFat Figs F iiii. Muſtard ſeed, 5 i. 6. Pound the ſeed 
ſmall by it ſelf, che Figs muſt firſt be cut very ſmall, and then 
pounded likewiſe, and then adde thereto ſo much Oyle of 
Lillies as will ſuffice to make it in the form of a_ſtiffe Pultis, 
and apply it warm, renuing it twice a day, this muſt be con- 
tinued untill the ſcar begin to grow looſe and moveable, and 
then apply this following to remove the ſcar.

Sheweth what the Small Pox and MMeaſels are, and wheveef 
it proceeaeth. ; : 


| Oo that oftentimes thoſe that are infe&ted with the Plague, 
are in the end of the diſeaſe ſometime troubled with the 
ſmall Pox or Meaſels, as alſo by good obſervation it hath 
been ſeen,that they are fore-runners or warnings of the plague 
to come, as Salizs and divers other writers doe teſtifie : I 
have thought it good and as a'watter pertinent to my for- 
mer Treatiſe, to ſhew the aids and helps which are required 
for the ſame, 

I need not-greatly to ſtand upon the deſcription of this 
diſeaſe, becanls it is a thing well known unto moſt people,pro- 
ceeding of aduſted bloud mixt with flegm, as Avicen witnel- 
ſeth, which according to both ancient and latter Writers doth 
alwaies begin with aFever,then ſhortly after there ariſeth ſmall 
Puſtulaes upon the skin throughout all the body, which doe 
not ſuddenly come forth, but by intermiſſion, in ſome more 
or leſle, according to the ſtate and qualirie of the bodre in- 
fected therewith: for in ſome there ariſeth many little Puſtulaes 
with elevation of the skin, which in one day doe increaſe 
and grow bigger, and after have a thick matter growing in 
them, which the Greeks call Exanthemats or Exthymara: and

For theeares, you muſt put a drop of oyle of Roſes warm 
' into them before he ſweat. 

Forthe noſtrels, cauſe him oftentimes to ſmell to the vapour 
, of Roſe-vinegar, or elſe Vinegar, red-roſes and Sanders boyl- 
ed together. 

For the throate, let him alwaies hold a peice of white ſagar- 
candy in the mouth, and as it melteth ſwallow it down. 

For the Eunges give the fick ofrenimes ſome ſirrup of quin- 
ſes, or conſerve of. Roſes, a little at a time. 

And for his drink, the decoRted water of barley, boyled 
with a little licorice is beſt, being mixed with the juice of a Le- 
mon, Citron, Pomegranate,: or Rybes : which the ſick beſt 
likerh; for either of them is very good. 

And for his diet, he muſt refrain from all ſalt, fat, thick and 
ſharp meats: and from all ſweet things either in meat or drink, 
his meat muft be of a facile and eaſie digeſtion, and that hath 
a cooling property in it, as broth wherein burrage, buglofs, 
ſorrel!, and ſuch like are boyled, and for ordinary drink, ſmall 
beer or ale is beſt.

Now when you perceive the Pox or Meaſels are flow and 
ſlack in comming forth, then muſt you help nature, with 
cordials,and by ſweat to thruſt it out from the interior and 
principall parts, unto which purpoſe I have alwaies found this 
drink to be excellent good here following.

Take a quart of poſſet-ale, a handfull of Fennell ſeed, boyle 
them together tilla third part be conſumed, then ſtrein it, and 
add thereto onedrachm of Triacle, and one ſcruple of Saffron 
in powder : mix them together, and give two, three, or four 
ounces thereof to drink'every morning and evening as cauſe 
requireth. 

But if it be for a ſtrong and elderly body ,you may give any 
of the expelling eleRuaries which are uſed to expell the 
Plague, as in the firſt Chapter for the curing of the Plague 
doth appear. 

But if the ſick be ſo weak that he cannot expell the diſeaſe 
in convenient. time, then it is good to epithemate the heart 
. with this epithemation following.

Sirrup of Jujubes, Nenuphare, and Burrage, of either 
four 'drachms : Water of Burrage, Cichore, and Bugloſs, of 
either two ounces. 

Mix them together and give the ſick one half thereof in the 
morning, and the reſt at night, and cauſe him oftentimes to 
lick of this mixture following. | 

Take the conſerves of Nenuphare, Violets, and Burrage, of 
either ſix drachms : anus Chrifti made with Perles, four 
drachms : Sirrup of Nenuphare and Ribes, of either one ounce 
and haff.. 

Mix them together : and with a Licorice ſtick clean. ſcrap'd, 
and alittle bruiſed in the end, let the ſick lick thereof.

Or that oftentimes the face and hands , Which is.the beauty 
and delight of our bodies,are oftentimes disfigured thereby, 


I will ſhew you what meanes I have uſed wich good and hapey 
{uccetle 
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ſucceſſe for preventing thereof: which is, you may not do any 
thing vnto them untill they grow white, and that they are come 
to maturation, w hich when you perceive, then with a golden 
pinne, or needle, or for lack thereof a copper pinne will ſerve, 
do you open every puſtulae inthe top, and ſo thruſt out the 
matter therein very ſoftly and gently with a ſoft linnen cloth, 
and if you perceive the places do fill apaine, then open thern 
againe as you did firſt, tor if you do ſuffer the matter which is in 
them toremain over long,then will it tret and corrodethe fleſh, 
which is the cauſe ot thoſe pitts which remaine after the Pox 
are gone,as At icen witneſſeth : now v. hen you have thus done, 
then annoint the places with this oyntment following. 

Take E [der leaves, one hancfull, Marigolds, ewo bandſulls, 
French Ma.:lowes, one handtull, Barrowes morte or freaſe, 
ſix ounces. 

Firſt bruiſe the hearb in a morter, and then boyle them with 
the greaſe in a pewter diſh on a chafer and coales, until! the 
Juice of the hearbs be conſumed, then ſtreinit, and keepitto 

our uſe, the beſt time to make it is in the middle or the latter 
end of May. 

You muſt with a feather arinoint the places grieved, and as 
it drieth in, annoint it againe, and ſo continue it oftentimes, 
for this will ſoon dry them up, and keep the place from pitts 
and holes, which remain after che Pox are gone, 

Alſo if you annoint the Pox withthe oyle of ſweet Almonds 
newly drawn three or four times a day, which you muſt begin 
to do ſo ſoon as the i'ox'are grown white and come to matura- 
tion, it will cure them without pitts or ſpotts, and eaſeth the 
pain and burning,and helpeth excoriation. 

Some do onely oftentimes wet the places with the juice of 
Marigolds in the ſummer ſeaſon , and in winter the juice of 
the roots will ſerve : and by that onely have done well. 

Mercuriales doth greatly commend this decoction follow- 
ing to be uſed after the Luſtulaes are opened. 

Take Barley, one little handtull, red Roſes, a handfull, red 
Sanders, white Sanders, of either one onnce: Saffron, two 
ſcruples, Salt, four drachms, Clean water, three pound. 

Boyle all together untill a third part be conſumed, you muſt

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ofrentimes touch the ſores therewith, with a fine cloth wer 
therein,and as it drieth in,wet it againe,this in a ſhort time will 
dry them up. 

[ have heard of ſome, which having not uſed any thing at

When the Pox, aſter they come out , do not grow to maturation, hw 


you ſhall help it. 


Sometimes you ſhall find that it will be a long time before 
thoſe ouſtulaes will come to maturation, or grow white : now 
here you miſt help nacure to bring it to paſſe, which you may 
well do with this deco on, 

Take Mallowes, one handfull, Figgs, twelve in number, Wa- 
ter, a quart. 

Cut the Figgs ſmall , and boyle altogether, untill half and 
more be conſumed, and then wet a fine ſoft linnen cloth there- 
in,and touch the place therewith oftentimes, which will ſoone 
bring them to maturation , and alſo eaſe the paine, if any be. 


Ulceration, to help it. 


If in the declining of the Pox they chance to grow unto U!- 
cerations, which is oftentimes ſeen : then for the curing there- 
of uſe this order here following. 

Take Tamarinds, leaves of i.entils, Mirtils, budds of oaken 
leaves,red oſes dried, of either al tle handfall. 

Boyle all theſe in a potcle of clean water untill half be con- 
ſumed, then ſtrein it, and with a fine cloth wet the-ein do you 
waſh and ſoak the place well, then wipe ir dry with a ſoft and 
fine lin12n cloth, and then caſt into the place ſome of this 
powder following. 

Take Frankincenſe, Maſtick, Sarcocoll, and red Roſes, of 
cither two drachms. 

Make all theſe into fine powder ſeverally by themſelves,then 
mix them together, and ſo reſerve it to thy ule. -

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A wery good unguent for the ſame purpoſe 


Take oyle of Roſes, vi. ounces, white Wax, one ounce, 
Ceruſe waſht in Roſe and Plantaine-water, one ounce and half, 
clear Turpentine, iii. drachms, Camphire, half a drachm. 

You muſt firſt melt the wax in the oyle, then put in the Ce- 
ruſe by little and little, alwaies ſtirring it with aniron ſpalter, 
and let it boyle on a gentle fire of charcoles untill it grow 
black, but ſtirr it continually in the boyling, for fearc lea(t it 
burn : then take it from the fire,and add thereto the camphire, 
and laſtly the Turpentine : this unguent is good both to mun- 

difie,incarnare, and ſigillate. 


For extream heat aud burning wn the ſoales of the feet, and palms 


of the hands. 


Petrus Foreſtus willeth to hold the hands and feet in warm 
water, and that will eaſe the pain and burning, and may bold- 


ly be uſed without any danger. 


Foy to kelp the ſorcneſſe and ulceration of the month 


Sometime it chanceth in this diſeaſe, that there 15a great ul- 
ceration or excoriation in the mouth and jawes,called Aprbary, 
which if it be not well looked unto in time, will grow to be 
Cankers,: now to cure and prevent the ſame, this gargariſme 
ts excellent good, ; 

Take Barley-water, a quart, red Roſes dried, a little hand- 
full, Sumach, and Rybes, of either two ounces, juice of Pome- 
eranates, F-11. 4 : 

Boyle them alrocether, ſaving the juice of Pomegranates, 
untill a third part be conſumed, then ſtrein it, and add thereto 


the juice of Pomegranates, with this you mult often waſh and 

gargarife, as alſo hold ſome thereot in the mouth a pretty 

while. | 

Aiſo to prevent the ſame , the kernel of a iomegranate 

held inthe mouth is very good , and fo it is excellent good 
Mmm 2 C6) 
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to lick ofcentimes ſome Diamoron , or juice of a Pomegranate, 
For inflammation and paine i; the tonſils and throate. 


Take Plantaine-water, a- pint, Sirrup of Pomegranates, 
two ounces. 
Mix them together, and gargariſe therewith: oftentimes be- 
ing warm., 
Anither. 


Taſte Nightſhade-water, a pint, Seeds of Quinces, four 
{cruples. 

Boyle them together a little, then ſtrein it, and add thereto 
two .ounces of the ſirrup of Pomegranates, and gargariſe 
therewith oftentimes. 


How to open the eye-lids that are faſtened together with the Pox. 


Sometimes the eye-lids are ſo faſtened rogether that you can- 
not open them without great pain and danger: then to open 
them you muſt foment or bath them well with a deco@ion  * 
made of Quince ſeed, Mallowes and water boyled together, 
wherein wet ſome fine linnen clothes five or ſix double, and 
apply them warm, and continye it untill:you may eaſily open 
them, and then if you perceive any web or filme to be grown 
over the ſight, then thrice a day do you put ſome powder of 
white ſugar-candy into the eye, or if you liſt, you may diſſolve 
the ſugar in Roſe-water, and ſo uſe itinthe eye, which will fret 
it away,and preſerve the fight. 


A good Collery for a Web or Vngula in the eye. 


Take the juice -of Rue, Fennell, Salendine, Mallowes, of 
either two ounces. 

Royle them together in a-veſlell of glafſe, or peuter, over 
a chafer with coales, and ſcumme away the froth that doth

Teacheth how to help divers accidents which chance after the Pox 
are cured and gone, 


For re ineſſe of the face and hands after the Pox are gone, how to 
belp it. 


Ake Barley, Beanes, Lupins, of either one handfull : bruiſe 
themall in a morter groſely, and boyle them in three 
pints of water untill it grow thick like a jelly , then ſtraine it, 
and annoint the face and hands therewith three or four times 
a day, forthree or four dates together, and then you muſt 
wet the face. and hands ſo oftentimes a day with this water 


following. 


Take Vine leaves, two handfuls : Beane-flower , Dra- 

ons, wilde-tanſey , of either one handfvll : Camphire three 

| pr ih , two Calves feet, the pulpe of three Lemons, a 
pint of raw cream. 


Youmuſt ſhred the hearbs ſmall, as alſo the T.emons, and 
break and cut the Calves-feet ſmall , then mix them cocethor, 
and diſtill it in a glaſſe ſtill, alſo the water of May-dev 15 
excellent good for any high colour , or redaeiſe of rac 
face. 


For ſpots in the face remaining whes the 
Pox are gone. 


Take the juice of Lemons and mix it with a l:itle a 
an 
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and touch the ſpots therewith oftentimes in the day; for it is ex- 
cellent good, 


A god ointment for the ſame purpoſe. 


Take oyle of ſweet Almonds ; oyle of white Lillies , of 
either one ounce : Capons-greaſe, Goats-tallow, of eithe- 
four drachms : Sarcocoll, half a drachm : Flower of Rice 
and of Lupins, of either one drachm : Litharge of gold, one 
.drachm and half : Roots of Brionie, and of Ireos, of either 
one ſcruple : Sugar-candy white, one drachm. 


Make powder of all thoſe that may be brought into powder 
and ſearce them _ a ſearce,then put them all in a morter 
together, and labour them with a peſtle, and in the working 
do you put the water of Roſes, Beane-flower, and of white 
Lillies ana a great ſpoonfull, which muſt be put in by little and 
little in the working of it, and ſo labour them altogether un. 
till it come to an unguent. 

You muſt every evening annoint the face therewith , Or 
hands, and in the morning waſhit away in the water wherein 
Barley, Wheaten-bran, and the ſeed of Mallowes hath been 
boyled. 


For holes remaining when the ſmall Pox are gone. 


For helping of this accident I have ſhewed many things, 
yet never could find any thing that did perfetly content me, 
but the beſt meanes that 1 have tried, is one day to waſh the 
place with the diſtilled water of ftrong Vinegar, and rhe next 
day with the water wherein Bran and Mallowes have been - 


boyled, and continue this order twenty daies, 'or a moneth 
together. 


Running of the eares, how to help it. 


Sometimes the eares do run very much in this diſeaſe, which 
in any wiſe you may not go about to ſtop in the beginning, 
R bur 
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but ſuffer it ſo to run, and the eares to remaine open: but if there 
be great pain inthem, then wet a ſpunge in warm water and 
oyle of Roſes mixt together, and lay it upon the eares. 


For ſtopping of the neſtrills, to help it. | 


Sometimes the noſtrills are greatly peſtered by ſtopping them 
with the Pox growing in them, which doth oftentimes cauſe 
ulcerat:on in them, therefore to prevent the ſame, take red- 
Roſe, and ?lancaine, of either one handfull : Mirrh in powder 
balfan ounce. 

Boyleall theſe in a quart of water untill half be conſumed, 
and ſo being warm,caute the 1ick to draw the fume thereof into 
his noſtrills ofrentimes. 

Alſo if the ſick doth oftentimes ſmell unto Vinegar, it is 
So0d. 


For hoarſeneſſ, e remaining when the Pox are gone. 


Take Licorice, Sebeſten, Jujubes, of either two ounces : 
Fat-l 1pps, four ounces, clean water, four pints. 

Boylall theſe together untill half be conſumed, then' ſtrain 
it, and give one ſpoonfull thereof to the ſick oftentimes, and 
it helpeth. 

For filthy and moiſt [cabs after the Pox are gone, 


Take Lapis calaminaris, Litharge of gold, and of ſilver of 
either two drachms : Quick br mſtone and Ceruſe, aa 3. ii. 

Bring all theſe into fine powder, and then labour them in 
morter with ſo much Barrowes-mort or greaſe as ſhall be ſuffi- 
cient to make up an unguent, and annoint the place there- 
with every morning and evening. 
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Some other few additionall obſervation x 
concerning the paſſages in this latter Treatiſe. 


P the eighth of this precedent Book, a Quilt or Bag is 
commended to be very excellent ; itis reported to be Pope 
Aarians Bag, which he uſed againſt infection, and in the grear 
laſt Sickneſle in Zoxdon, it was commended to many preat 
Perſons of worth by ſome Apothecaries, who kept it as a 
great ſecret, and affirmed, it would prevent infe&ion, and pre- 
ſerve them ſafe inthat dangerous time ; and thereupon ſold 
it unto them at a very great rate : But that you may not be 
deluded in the preſcription, IT have ſet down the true receic 
thereof, as it was delivered unto me from the hands of a very 
noble friend. 


A Preferyative againſt the infeftion of the air, and the Plagne, 
often approvedby Pope Adrian, and many others of great 
rank and credit. 


Take Arſenick two ounces, Auripizmentam one ounce, make 
little tablets rhereof with the whites of Eggs, and Gum Dy- 
gacanth, and hang them about the neck againft the hearr. 


T have alſo ſet down a red Cordiall water, wery good ago inſt in 
feftion , which I had alſo from that neble friend. 


Take a quart.of good ſpirit of Wine , or very 500d Aqua 
vite, infuſe it in one ounce of good Mithridate, vvith as much 
good Venice Triacle: let it we ſtopped ſome few aye 
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in the infuſion before you uſe it, then pour the ſpirit clear 
off, and reſerveit for your uſe. - |

Piſ. cap, 16, | Wherefore, unleſſe we will utterly diſclaim 
or relinguiſh the mechod and preſcripts of theſe worthy An- 
tients, and proſecute, new wayes and inventions, to oppoſe this 
man-yelling Monſter, we muſt attempt it not with Poyſons 
but Antidotes. And Ga/es defintieth thoſe to be Poyſons, which 
agree aot with nature, cither well or ill affected at anytime ; 
for though there are ſome Poyſons, which if they meet in the 
body with a contrary venome, ſo fight with it, and oppoſe it, 
that both doe periſh in the conflict rw them ; ſo that the 
party, by their colluctation and ſtrugling together, eſcapes 
with bis life ; yet all of them agree in uniform opinion to- 
gether, that where they meet with no oppoſition, they ruine 
the party : And. therefore conclude, that Ar/enick,, worn by 
a healthy man, finding not onely no contrary Poyſon to make 
conflict with, but no Poyſon at all, muſt neceſſarily thwart, and 
oppoſe, and make an onſet on nature her ſelf. 

And to confirme their opinions, I have purpoſely intro- 
duced the judgements of other learned Philitians concurring 
with chews. «ci; | | 

Gerardus Columbus, a learned Philitian, reporteth, that it 
hath "been. obſerved, that.the wearers of theſe Amulets, upon 
unuſuall beating their bodies , have fallen into ſudden Liporhi- 
mies, and Swounings , with other fearfull accidents , which 
continued upon them till the Amulets or Placents were re- 
moved from them ; and that others, though not inſtantly, 
yetafter ſome time, have by late and wofull experience diſco 
vered their malignity, by falling into malignant and peftilent 
Fevers, ſome ofthem ending with death. 

Frgxe. Alphayws, a Phiſitian of Saterpe , relateth of one, 
who wearing Arſenick,, and heating himfelf with playing 
earneſtly at Tenniſe, fell down ſuddenly dead. 

Mattheus Heſſws alſo thus writerh , As Cordiall Bags cr 
Amulets ought not to be diſayowed, ſo empoyloned Amulets 
can beno way commended ; nor doe I remember, that cver 
any received good from them , who abſtained from other 
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Antidotes- : Byt 'this T certainly know, that divers perſons, 
who cirry about them Quick- ſilver in a Nutſhell, by the vain 
perſwaſions of ſoine [mpoſters , have died of the Plague , and 
the counſellours and adviſers of ſuch like -Amulets," have 
been thefirſt have betaken themſelves to their heeles, confi- 
'ding' more in their running than cunning : and: yet the/e 
Quacks perſwaded the ignorant people, with glorious pro- 
miſes and proteſtations, that whofoever wed Quick-filver 
or Arſenick, about his neck, ſhould be as ſafe, as ifhe had pur- 
chaſed'a prote&ion from theKing of Heaven 

Hiftorians alfo report, that Caraca#a, though he wete a 
wicked Emperour, prohibited by publick Edit or Procla- 
mation, that 'no' man ſhould wear about him ſuperſtitious 
Amulets. 


And Theephraſtusthe great ( notwithout cauſe ) eſteemed 


Pericles to-haye a crazed brain, becauſe he faw him wear an 
Amulet about his neck. 

And hereunto DoRor Francis Herring, an able Phiſitian, 
as a Corollary to: what hath before been written, addeth the 
experience of ſome Lowdew Phifitians , who report, they have 
ſeen foul holes made in the breaſts of thoſe that have worn 
thofe' Amulets', and bave obſerved diversto die, who have 
_— worn them'about their necks, as well as others. 

nd whereas the venters and ſetters out of theſe deceitful! 
wares, make them as a ſcout, to diſcover the infetion when 
it beginnerhi'to ſeize on a man, by clapping cloſe to the hearr, 
to guard'thir principall part; asthe cheif Tower: Itis a meer 
d-ceit and colluſion : for whenſoever the body is heated, this 
event followeth neceſſarily,though no other infe&ion be near, 
but the poyſonous and venomous Arſenick itſelf , whoſe ſalu- 
ration is rather Joabs imbracing,or 7«aa's killing, than friendly 
preſervatives. 


Cauſes of the Plagne. 
There are two ſpeciall cauſes of the Plague. 


Firſt, An infeRed, corrupted, andputrified air,

The air is infeted, when the tamperateneſſe of the air i; 
ages from his naturall ſtate, to exceſlive heat and moiſture, 


whiich is the worſt temperament of the air, the vapours drawn 
up by the heat ofthe Sun being unconſumed, rot, putrifie, and 
corrupt, and ſo with the venome infe& the air: Alſo dead 
Carkaſes lying unburied, as it often chanceth in Warres, 
evaporations of Pooles, Fens, Mariſhes, ſtinking and noyſome 
ſents and Kennels, and Aſtronomers ſay, Aſpects, Conjun&i- 
ons and Oppoſitions of ilt Planets, and Eclipſes of the Sun 
and Moon. 

Alſo difordering ones ſelf,either in diet or exerciſes bring- 
eth one into the Peſtilence ; therefore in time of contagion, 
outrages and ſurfets are to be avoided,as alſo all excefle of eat- 
ing, _— ſweating, bathing, lechery, and all other things 
that open the pores of the body, and enter thereby ill aires, 
which invenome the lively ſpirits.

The ſignes which declare one infected already are many ; 
but the ſecret token of all to know the infected of the Plague 
is, if there ariſe botches behind the eares, or under the arme- 
holes, or aboutthe ſhare; or if Carbunkles ſuddenly ariſe 
in any member, for when they appear, they betoken ſtrength 
of nature , which-being ſtrong, laboureth ro drive the poyſon 
out of the body ; but if botches doe not appear, itis more 
dangerous, for it ſheweth, that nature is weak and feeble, 
and not able to expell and thruſt forth the v-nomous hu- 
mours, and then you muſt have reſpe& to the lignes before 


rehearſed.

In a man are three principall parts (that is) the Heart, 
Liyer, and Brains, and each of theſe hath his cleanſing place :

For when a-man hath taken infeRion, it preſently mingleth 
with the bloud, and runs to the heart, which is the cheif part 
of man, and the heart putteth the, yenome to his; cleanſing 
place, which.is the-arme-holes ; and that being ſtopt, putteth 
itro the next principall part, -which is the liver, and it paſſeth 
it, to bis. cleanſing place, which is the ſhare, and = being 
ſtopt, pafle itte the next principall place, thatis, the braines, 
_ totheir cleanſing places, which are under the eares, or 
under the throat, and they being ſtopped, ſuffer it not to paſſe 
+ out, and:then.it ismoved twelve hours before it reſtin any 
place,aad if it be not let out within the ſpace of four and twen- 
ty hours by bleeding, ic brings a maninto a peſtilentiall Ague,

When thou feeleſt thy ſelf infe&ted, bleed in the firſt hour, 
or within ſix hours after,drink-not, and tarry not above twelve 
hours from bleeding, for thenwhen the bloud is flitting too 
and fro, the venome is then g40ving, and not yet ſetled, and 


after it will be too late ; thoſe that are fat may be let bloud, 
or elſc not. 
If the matter be gathered under the arme-holes, it comes 
fram the heatt by the Cardiacall vein, then hleed on the 
ſame fide by the Baſilica vein , the innermoſt vein of the 
arime, 

If the batch appear behind the eares, above the chin, or in 
any other part of the face or neck , bleed out ofthe Cephalica 
vein onthe ſame ſide; you may bleed with cupping Glaſſes, 
and Scarification, or Horſelceches. 

If the botch appear in the ſhare, bleed in the ankle on the 
ſame ſide, in any caſe agt inthe arme, for it will draw.up the 
matter again.

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But if no botch appear outwardly, draw bload out of that 
fide where you feel greateſt pain and heavineſſe, and out 
of that vein, the greif of the members affected ſhall point

_ If you perceive the Plague mvade you at meat, or on a full 
ſtomack, vomit ſpeedily, and when your ftomack is empty, 
take ſome Medicine that may refift Poyton, as Mithridate, 
or Triacle, or ſome of tlieſe following , which, as choiſe Me- 
dicines, 1 have inſerted , as being D'oftor Edwards Expeti- 
ments.

bone of his arm, a hand breadth above the wriſt, a little ker- 
nell by the which it is certainly. known : He that hath this

To cure the Eſpinlas, 


The' E/pinlas appearing by the former ſigns, take preſently 
oyle Olives, and therewith chafe the kernell upon the Patients 
arm, uſing ſoto doe twice every day, untill it be diſfolyed - 
and laying oyle likewiſe upon his breaſt, ſtroke it upward 
ſomewhat hard with the hand ; then ſpread fine flazxe upon it 
and the kernel], making it faſt with a rowler, and within two 
or three dayesthe diſeaſed will be recovered thereof , where- 
as elſe itis very dangerous to deprive them of life. 


Camera de Sangre, 


_ —— or Blondy Flux , proceed in thoſe parts of 
divers cauſes : As by eating Grapes, Oranges, Limons, Me- 
lons, Plantains, and eſpecially a great fruit growing in the 
Weſt-Indies called Pina, like a Pine-apple, but bigger then 
four of the greateſt which 1 have ſeen, which the Spaniars hold 
for the moſt delicate fruit that'is there, and many other fruits. 
Alſo by ſudden cold, or ſitting ( being very hot) upon a cold 
ſtone, or being hot by drinking water abundantly. Andalſo 
eating of Putter, Oyle, and Fiſh is fo hurtfull to the parties 
that have it, that they muſt refrain ro eat thereof, and what- 
ſoever elſe, that may ingender any ſlimie ſubſtance .in the In-

The Cure of the Bloudie Flux. 


There is more poſlibility of cure, by how much more expe- 
dition the medicine is miniſtred : and detraQting it, the Pa- 
tients often die ſuddenly, without feeling much grief. For 
ſpeedy and aſſured remedie, the Patients bodie muſt be clean- 
ſed of the ſlimineſs, ingendred in the paſlages of the nutri- 
ments, before any ſuſtenance can remain in his bodie. To 
that purpoſe purge him in the morning , with halfe a pint of 
white wine cold, wherein half an ounce of Rubard being ſmal 
Ooo 3 cu 
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cut hath been ſodden, putting ſome Sugar Candie to it, to 
fweeten it, and immediatly after he hath fo purged, keep at his 
navell Roſemary ſod in ſtrong Vinegar, applyed in the mor- 
ning/and evening very hot, uncill it be ſtayed; giving him 
often Quinces bruiſed, and rouled/ in Marmalade like Pills, 
which he ſhould ſwallow whole, and none of the fruits or 
meats before recited, nor any more white wine, but red wine 
of any fort: And if it be onethe land uſe the Livers of Goats, 
(eſpecially) 'Sheeps, or Bullocks roſted ; not. willingly permit- 
ting the Patient tocat any'other meat: And if at; Sea, Rice 
onely ſodden inwater, rather then any: thing elſe uſuall there, 
untill the infirmitie bee perfe&ly aſſlwaged.

And when it is 
preſſed with the finger, there will remain a ſign or dint of 
the ſame, and then by degrees it will fill again to the former 
proportion. It ſpeedily infefteth the inward parts, becauſe 
ſuch ſwellings come ſooner unto perfeRion in hot places,then 
in*temperat Countries , and therefore the diſeaſed thereof, 
"muſt immediatly be provided of remedie. 


To Cure the Eriſipela. 


The Savage people firſt found out perfetly how to cure 
this diſeaſe, ( though it is the Spaniſh name of the Maladie ) 
by bruiſing ſo much Tobacco as will yeeld: four ſpoonfuls of 
juyce, 
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juyce, and to drinke it preſently after they are infeted there- 
with, and to lauhee the places ſwollen, thereunto putting Ca- 
{ade wet, and made into. paſte, continuing in cold and thadie 
places neer Rivers : and fiot to travell and labour till they 
beerecovered : The Spaniards in /xdia doe recover them- 
- ſelves by taking the ſame juyce of Tobacco, and ſetting ſo 
many Ventofes wpon the ſwoln places as they can contain, 
ſcarifymg them, and drawing out the corrupted humour fo 
' confeated, uſing the like in two orthree other parts of the 
bodie, where the diſeaſe doth not appeare. 
The juyce of Tobacco is very excellent to expell poiſon, 
"ahd is the ordinary remedie uſed by the 1rdians, and other 
Savages when they are poiſoned, and bitten with Scorpions, 
gr other vetitemous creatures : But they make preſently ſome 
ifitiſion where they are bitten or ſtung, and waſh it with the 
juyce of Tobacco, then applying the ſame bruiſed thereunto 
'two' or three dayes, they heal it up with dried Tobacco, 


The Tinoſo or Scarvie. 


S an infeRing diſeaſe ſufficiently known unto Sea-fayring 
bar by putrified meats, and corrupted drinks, eating 
Bisket flourie , or foul cruſted, and wearing wet apparrel 
( eſpecially ſleeping in it) and ſlothfull 'demeanour, or by 
grofſe humours contained in their bodies get the ſame, 


To know the Scarvie. 


Many have periſhed when they returned out of hot Regi- 
ons into cold Climates, where they have had the parts -of 
their bodies, which with heat, were nimble and tractable to 
every motion of the Spirits , dulled and benummed with cold, 
which is a token that this diſeaſe is ingendring in their joynts; 
' and ſooneſt appears by ſwelling of their ankles, and knees, 
and blackneſs of their gums, or looſeneſs of their reeth, which 
will ſometimes come forth, when there is no remedie uſed in

Preſervat ives againſt the Sexrvy. 


You muſt have a care to preſerve thoſe things before re- 
hearſed well conditioned, the badneſle whereof, in part breed 
this diſeaſe ; they muſtuſe exerciſe of body, and ſuch as are 
exempted from doing of labour, muſt hang. or ſwing by the 
armes twice or thrice every day ; they muſt not have ſcarcity 
of drink in hot climates, and coming -into the cold, muſt be 
daily releeved with 4q»a vie or Wine: Itis alſo an affured 
Medicine againſt this diſeaſe, to have fuch quantity of Beer 
brewed with graines and long Pepper, as in the morning, 
twice every week, there may be givena good draught to. a 
man, proportioning three quarters of a pound of graines, and 
three quarters of a pound of long Pepper, to a Hogſhead of 
Beer: Alſo white Wine, or Syder, boyled and brewed with 
graines and long Pepper in like quantity, is very ſingular 
good: Andit isnot fit to ſuffer the gummes to abound with 
fleſh, andtherefore ſometimes let them bleed, and cleer them 
with ſtrong Vinegar. 


To enre the Searvy. 


If the Scurvy be ſetled in his mouth, the corrupted and black 
fleſh muſt be taken away, and his mouth waſhed with ſtron 
Vinegar, wherein graines. and long Pepper have been infuſed 
and brewed , and give him daily the drink that is before pre- 
ſcribed ; and as well ſuch as have it in their mouths, as thoſe 
that are ſwoln in their limbs, muſt bave ſome meet Purgation 
preſently ; but thoſe ſo ſwoln or ſtiffe ( for ſo ſome will be 
without ſwelling) to ſcarifie the parts infefted, and to ap- 
ply thereto a Poultis or Cataplaſme of Barly meal, more hot 
than the Patient will willingly ſuffer tt; ſo doing every morn- 
ing, permit him not to reſt two houres after, although being 
nummed or faint, he be ſupported to walk, and {uffer him not 
' to cat any ſalt-meats,if other meats may be had. 

My ſelf having eighty men, eight hundred leagues out of 
England, 
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E gland, ſick of the Seurvy, I uſed (carifiing, and to the places 
ſcarified ( being deſtitute. of the helps mentioned). Japplyed 
Poultiſſes of Bisket beaten in a morter, and ſod.in water, 
which, with the comfort of ſome freſh meats obtained, reco- 
vered them all except one perſon, and they arrived in England, 


perfetly ſound.
